The oper­ 
ating division of the United States 
railroad 
administration, Jbe 
gov­ 
ernmental agency, which for more 
than two years lias controlled the 
operation of the nation's railroad 
systems, today passed out of exist­ 
ence. 
With its passing ai midnight the 
230 lines that had been merged in­ 
to what was practically one gigan­ 
tic system, again went under con­ 
trol of private interests, free to op­ 
erate in competition as of old. The 
passing was without intcldent. 
Of the staff as directors to con­ 
trol the roads during government 
operation. Director General Hines 
alone remains. He will have no au­ 
thority in directing the operations 
and remains simply to clear up mat­ 
ters left pending when the govern­ 
ment relinquished control. 
These 
include thousands of claims, con­ 
tracts and grievances yet to be set­ 
tled, among them being 83 compen­ 
sation contracts. 
Under the so-called railroad re­ 
organization bill 
which governed 
the return of the transportation 
systems to private ownership, but 
little jurisdiction is retained by the 
government. 
Under its terms the 
Interstate Commerce commission is | 
given greater power 
to 
control 
rates. 
The government still re­ 
tains a certain amount of control 
over bond issues, but at the same 
time insures a six per cent of prof­ 
its and makes it possible for the 
corporations to secure loans from a 
federal fund authoried for that pur­ 
pose. 
Guarantee of “standard return” 
is provided through carriers for a 
period of six months after termina­ 
tion of federal control. 
A “ revolving fund” of $300,000,000 
is created for making new' loans to 
carriers. 
A railroad labor board is created 
with other machinery for amicable 
settlement of disputes between em­ 
ployers and employes. 
The. Interstate Commerce com­ 
mission is empowered to fix rates 
for two years to provide 5% per 
cent returns on the value of the ag­ 
gregate railroad property devoted 
to public use. 
It is provided if any 
carrier earns excess of over 
per 
cent one-half of such excess must 
he placed in a reserve fund ami the 
other half must be paid into a gen­ 
eral contingent fund to be used to 
make loans to carriers. 
It gives to the Interstate Com­ 
merce commission the power to 
regulate the issue of railroad secur­ 
ities.
